ADMIT THEIR PARI 
IN FATHER'S DEATH 


Mitchell County Trio 
Plead Guilty and Re- 
ceive Long Sentences to 


Camilla, Ga., October 24.—(Spe- 
cial.) ——-Charged with murder in con- 
nection with the death of Julius Elrod, 
Mrs. Julius Elrod, his wife, and Wil- 
lie and George Elrod, his sons, plead- 
ed guilty to volyntary manslaughter 
and were sentenced to long terms in 
state prison. 

Willie Elrod, about 20, who fs said 
to have fired the shot that actually 
killed his father, was sentenced to a 
term of from 15 to 20 years in the 
penitentiary. George's sentence was 
12 to 20 years, while the womans 
punishment was fixed at five to ten 
years. 

Julins Elrod’s body was found in 
the front yard of his home in the 
southeastern part of Mitchell county 
last June. The woman, who was the 
stepmother of the two boys, the third 
wife of Julius Elrod, reported that E)- 
rod had killed himself. The physica! 
aspects of the case were such, how- 


ever, that officers discounted the sui- 
cide theory and arrested the woman 
and two boys. 

Later, confessions were obtained 
from both George and Willie Elrod. 
Willie said he shot his father, but 
aceused George of “slashing Into the 
bullet wound of paw with his knife 
after he fell on the ground.” A 12- 
year-old stepdaughter swore the trio 
had conspired against Elrod’s life and 
that on the night he was slain, Mrs. 
Elrod slipped up behind him as he sat

BIG STILL IS FOUND 
ON OFFICER’S FARM 


U.S. Agents Lodge Three 
Negro Operators in Tow- 

er; Deputy Sams To Re- 
port Today. 


Arrest of Depfity Sheriff Maut 
Sams, of Fayette county, Wednesday 
night climaxed a sudden, crashing 
drive against prohibition violators in 
that county by forces under United 
States Marshal Louis H. Crawford, 
who destroyed more than $10,000 
worth of liquor and liquor-making ap- 
paratus. 

Seizure of 581 gallons of pure white 
rye whisky stored in a tenant house 
on a farm belonging to Sams, and 
discovery of a 200-gallon still in full 
operation on the Sams farm, together 
with the capture and arrest of three 
negro operators of the still resulted in 
Deputy Sheriff Sams’ arrest by Mar- 
shal Crawford. 

Continuing their drive, launched 
late Wednesday when Mr. Crawford, 
with Deputy Marshals Lon Sowell and 
W. P. Haney, Prohibition Agents F. 
R. Patterson and F. D. Clarke and 
T. B. Harris, of Fayetteville, swoop- 
ed down on liquor law violators in 
Fayette county, the marshal’s party 
discovered and destroyed two more 
200-gzallon stills near the Pike and 
Spalding county line. 

Liquor seized and destroyed totaled 
641 gallons, all white rye, Mr. Craw- 
ford said, at a value of $6,000. More 
than 7,000 gallons of mash beer also 
was destroyed. 

Three negroes captured operating 
the still found on the Sams farin 
were brought to Atlanta and lodged 
in Fulton tower. They are Jean 
Mitchell, Ross Geams and James 
Pryor. 

- The. Sams: place is located one -mile 
northeast of Woolsey, in Fayette 


county. Officers captured the still, 
where they found 60 gallons of liquor 
already made and 2,000 gallons of beer

The Alabaman is known as a spirited 
and capable orator and will al- 
lowed as much time as he needs for 
his address, as no other regular 
speeches have been scheduled, it was 
stated by members of the committee. 
The Rev. Collins, of Fairburn, state 
chaplain of the order, will ask the 
invocation. 

Following the address a few promi- 
nent anti-Smith Atlantans in the audi- 
ence may be asked to make impromptu 
remarks, Mr. Hutcheson stated. 

Preceding the meeting, a group of 
the admirers of Senator Heflin will 
form a parade in front of the capitol 
and will march to the auditorium with 
songs and cheering in regular rally 
style.

London Hears 
Gravity Law 
Is Overcome 


Young Scientist Is Reported 
To Have Made Great 
Discovery. 


London, October 24. — (United 
News.)—R. H. Tate, young scientist, 
claims to have overcome the laws of 
gravity, according to dispatches to- 
night from West Hartlepool to the 
Daily Express. 


_ The experiment was demonstrated 
in a secret laboratory test, when a 
piece of metal—absolutely unattached 
to anything—was suspended in mid- 
air, the dispatches said. 

Tate placed on the floor the metal, 
which was said to resemble aluminum 
but was of a composition heretofore 
unknown, and placed a similar piece 
of metal above it in the air. The top 
metal remained suspended—not for 
just a moment, but for as long as 
Tate left it there. 

“T have eliminated the force of 
gravity,” Tate said. “The meta] is 
not insulated and it is there that the 
practical possibilities of the discovery 
are apparent. have discovered the 
new force from known forces, b

Harry Tucker, owner of the plane, | 


was in the rear seat, dressed in an 
ordinary business suit, while the con- 
trols were in the hands of Captain 
C. B. D. Collyer, sky writer and joint 
holder of the round-the-world speed 
record. 

Last August Tucker, piloted by Art 
Goebel, crossed the country in one hop 
from Los Angeles in 18 hours and 
OS minutes, beating the time of the 
only transcontinental non-stop flight 
there had ever been by almost .eight 
hours,

MacReady and Oakley Kelly in 1928, 
their time being 26 hours and 50 
minutes.

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RUBBER COLLAPSES 


Negotiations Between In- 
terests of Both Coun- 
tries To Restrict Pro- 
duction End in Failure.

Washington, October 24.—( United 
News.) —Negotiations between British 
and Dutch interests for a rubber pro- 
duction restriction combine to dictate 
world rubber prices have collapsed

Boston, October 24.—QA)—Staid old 
Boston turned out in Main street 
fashion today to welcome Alfred E.

miles. 

Here, as through the west, the 
south and the border states, he was 
greeted with the salutation: “Hello 
Al.” Hardly had the governor stepped 
through the door of the station to the 
street before shouting enthusiasts had 
bowled over all semblance of police 
protection. The crowd clogged the 
street in a jiffy and it was minutes 
before a parade—such as it was— 


could get under way. 

The police—and there were 900 on 
duty on the line of march—only by 
brute strength got the people away 
from the nominee’s car so it could 


move: It did move a few feet only to 
stop and the reason was apparent: 
The nominee was standing up in the 
back seat waving the brown derby. 

Great cheering greeted the sight of 
the “bronzo” as the brown derby now 
is called by many. And while this 
was on, confetti, the bought kind, 
along with the home-made variety of 
torn scraps of paper, floated down 
from above. 

Sut finally the parade got started. 
The machines crept along in low gear. 
The crowd which began at the base ol 
buildings. on the sidewalks extended 
without a break into the middle of the 


street where it brushed against the 
sides of the cars. From the running 
board of the third ear back of the gov- 
ernor one could look down Summer 
street into a sea of people in which 
there was not a gap.

Pitcairn Announcement 
Comes on Heels of Open- 
ing of Postal, Radio 
Service at Candler Field 


Coincident with opening Wednes- 
day of the new postoffice and radio 
station at Candler field, Atlante’s air- 
port, Geoffry S. Childs, vice president 
of the Pitcairn Aviation company, an- 
nounced from 
Atlanta, Jacksonville and Miami air 
service will be inaugurated Decem- 
ber 1. 

Atlanta, thus, took another definite 
stride in its aim to become the center 
of aviation activities of the southeast, 
and, as the principal transfer point on 
the New York to Miami air mail route 
to be operated by the Pitcairn com- 
pany, will be in a commanding posi- 
tion. 

All other stations along the route 
from Atlanta to New York are now 


functioning according to Pitcairn of- 
ficials, 


Planes to Leave December 1. 


The first mail plane on the new 
link between Atlanta and Miami will 
leave Atlanta at 7 o’clock on the 
morning of December 1, and will ar- 
rive at Jacksonville about 10 o'clock 
the same day. It will proceed to 
Jacksonville, arriving about 1 o'clock 
in the afternoon: 

Leaving Miami at 11 o’clock Decem- 
ber 1, the initial north-bound plane 
will arrive at Jacksonville about 2 
o'clock in the afternoon and at At- 
lanta at 5 o’clock in the afternoon in 
time to make mail connections with 
the mnorth-bound machines leaving 
Candler field about 6 o'clock. 


Bureau To Open November 1. 


The local weather bureau will be in- 
stalled and in operation by November 
1, when the complete service, designed 
to protect the lives of pilots and the 
property of those utilizing the air mail 
transport system, will be in full 


swing. 

Clerks Wednesday received and sent 
out mail in the new addition, which 
has just been completed_and which was 
constructed by the city of Atlanta at 
the request of the government. The 
radio operator received and trans- 
mitted reports as to weather condi- 
tions and other data relative to the 
proper handling of the planes and the 
mails. 

$20,000 Total Expenditure. 


When the weather bureau is com- 
pleted, it is estimated that equipment 
valued at approximately $20,000 will 
have been installed in addition to the 
cost of the new building. 

Action of city council was taken 
after government agents asked that 
housing facilities for the weather bu- 
renu and the radio be provided and 
also that additional space be erected 
for handling the mails. Increase in 
the amount of mail handled through 
the postoffice branch established there 
demanded additions, Alderman Wil-

SENATOR NORRIS 
IQ SUPPORT SMITH 


'Nebraskan Will Deliver 


First of Series of 
Speeches for Democracy 
in Omaha. 


Portland, Ore., October 24.—(4)— 
Senator George W. Norris, of Nebras- 
ka, today definitely cast his support 
to Governor Alfred EK. Smith for pres- 
ident. 

The Nebraskan announced his posi- 
tion during a brief stop here en route 
from Seattle to Omaha where Satur- 
day night he will deliver the first of 
a series of speeches in behalf of the 
democratic national ticket. 

“For a progressive there is no other 
place to land except in the Smith 
camp,” said Senator Norris, who is 
listed in the congressional directory as 
a republican, but refers to himself 
as a “progressive.” 

Basis of Indorsement. 


He based his indorsement of the 
democratic nominee on Smith’s stand 
on farm relief and against the “water 
power monopoly.” 

I am not with Governor Smith on 
his stand on prohibition,’ he said, 
“but [ think that will be worked out 
satisfactorily if he is elected.” 

The senator, whose name was of- 
fered at the republiean national con- 
vention in Kansas City as a candidate 
for the party nomination for presi- 
dent, declared that Smith’s “stand on 
the water power monopoly and on re- 
lief for the farmers is right.” 

“I couldn't reach any other conclu- 
sion but to support Governor Smith 
for president,” he added. . 

“The great battleground of this 
campaign should be in the middle west 
—in the agricultural section of the 
country. 

“Just how states in that section 
will vote no one can foretell, but the 
farmers and those who depend on the 
farmers for their prosperity should 
support Mr. Smith. His program, as 
he has announced in a number of his 
speeches, if to the great advantage of 
the nation, because it will give the 
farm sectors the relief they are so 
much in need of at the present. The 
republicans offer nothing except a 
few kind words. 


Power Problems. 


“As for the power problem, it is a 
most evident fact that Hoover will to 
nothing to curb this giant trust, It is 
tightening its grip on the country and 
the only one who will aid us, as I see 
it, is Smith. For these reasons I 
have decided to support the Smith- 
Robinson ticket in the coming elec- 
tion. Heretofore I have campaigned 
in the interest of progressive candi- 
date for the senate. From now on I 
shall speak for Smith and the demo- 
cratic national ticket.” 

The announcement did not come as 
a great surprise as, before leaving 
Seattle last — for Omaha, Norris 
said that.

where Lumpkin had been seeking ref- 
uge since his self-liberation several 
months ago from the chaingang. He 
was “sent up” from Marietta to serve 
a term of 5 to 10 years for car break- 
ing. 
Searching the house from which 
Lumpkin had fled, Lowe found a .45 
caliber revolver, the same type weap- 
on useed in the killing of E. H. Meek, 
clerk at an A&P grocery, 1004 Hemp- 
hill avenue, and the fatal wounding 
of Willard Smith, night manager ot 
a drug store at 908 Boulevard, who 
were shot while resisting holdup men. 
This was the first indication police 
had received that the escaped convict 
might have been connected with the 
mirders and depredations — their 
theory being based on the fact that 
the firing pin impressions on the cart- 
ridges found on the scenes of the kill- 
ings were almost identical to the im-

TRADES BODY hillS 
GAS, LIGHT RATES 


Federation Goes on Rec- 
ord as Saying Ttat 
Prices Are ‘Very High’; 
To Appear at Hearing. 


Going on record as declaring that 
Atlanta consumers are “paying very 
high prices for gas and electricity,” 
the Atlanta Federation of Trades, at 
its meeting Wednesday night, named 
a special committee to appear before 
the Georgia public service ecommis- 
sion on November 7 and advocate a 
Féevision of rates on gas and residential 
electric service, The federation went 
on record by adopting a report and 
recommendation made by a _ special 
committee appointed at the last meet- 
ing to investigate the gas and electric 


rate situation and recommend a 
course of action to be followed by 
the central labor body with reference 
to the forthcoming hearing before the 
public service commission. 

The federation also urged other 
groups interested in the cost of gas 


and electric service to send representa- 
tives to the commission's hearing, and 
called attention to the vital import- 
ance of the subject under considera- 
tion. In stating its position the fede- 
ration made it clear that it desired 
the commission to fix rates “which 
will be just to all parties.” 
Report of Committee. 


The report and recommendation of 
the special committee which the fed- 
eration adopted as stating its posi- 
tion with regard to the gas and elec- 
tric service rates, follows: 

“1. It is our opinion that this com- 
munity is paying 
for gas and electricity. Examination 
of rates in some other places shows 
that the rates in Atlanta are more 
than double the rates in some other 
cities,

Democratic Candidate Is 
Introduced to Audience 
by Mrs. Sayre, Daughter 
of Woodrow Wilson.

Boston, Mass., October 24.—(/)— 
The Madison Square Garden speech 
of Herbert Hoover drew fire tonight 
from Governor Smith, who today car- 
ried the democratic standard into the 
normally republican state of Massa- 
chusetts to be welcomed by a shout- 
ing crowd which swept 900 policemen 
before it in an effort to catch a 
glimpse of the nominee and his wav- 
ing brown derby. 

The yelling reception the governor 
received upon his arrival at South 
station kept up without a break dur- 
ing a parade of the ¢ity and broke out 
anew after nightfall when in Arena 
hall he opened his final drive for the 
presidency with a verbal bombardment 
of the republican candidate, whom he 
accused of using words “to conceal 
rather than conyey a meaning.” 

The democratic nominee declared, 
however, that Mr. Hoover had let the 
“cat out of the bag” in his New York 
speech “when he declared that the 
democratic theory of public owner- 
ship and public development was state 
socialism.” 

A chorus ef “boos” swept over the 
audience, to be followed with shouts 
and laughter a moment later, when 
the governor added: “Well, how do 
the members of congress feel who 
voted for the development of Muscle 
Shoals by the government?” 

The nominee said that in a “few 
minutes” in the Madison Square Gar- 
den address his rival for the presi- 
dency had placed in the “socialist 
party” many of those aligned under 
the republican banner. 

“Senator Borah ought to return 
home tonight,” he went on, “because 
he has been disowned by the leader of 
his party.” The governor then asked 
where he had heard the expression of 


socialism before, and in almost the — 


same breath answered the question. 
“It was applied directly to me,” he 
said. “Why, it is the stock argument 
of the power lobby.” 

The governor said he had a picture 
of Chairman Machold of the New 
York state republican committee tell- 
ing Mr. Hoover to refer to Smith’s 
proposals as socialistic.

The Worshipful Company of Card 
Makers in London celebrates its ter- 
centenary on October 27, having re- 
ceived its charter on that date in 1628 
for the usual purposes of a city com- 
pany.

story is that they were invented in 
1392 to amuse Charles VI. of France, | 
when he was suffering irum mental 
disorder, but this is more picturesque 
than plausible.

nations on earth the memory of the 
immortal folk song composer of Amer- 

be  pereats in stone on 
the banks The Sewanee Rivér” 
in the state of Georgia amid inter- 
esting ceremonies at Fargo, Ga., next 
Saturday. 

Although the songs of Foster have 
been played and sung more than any. 
ether folk songs through some peeu- 
liar trick of fate, no. monument of 
any kind has ever been erected in his 
honor as far as can be learned locally, 
and only recently, through the activi- 
ties of Charles J. Haden, prominent 
Atlanta capitalist, was a successful 
plan carried out under which a shaft 
will be erected in his honor. 

The memory of warriors and states- 
men has been inscribed in marble and‘ 
granite; great financiers and develop- 
ers have been thus honored, poets, 
painters and sculptors have received 
the tribute of their countrymen, but 
for the first time the composer of 
America’s most popular folk songs will 
have a monument erected in his honor. 
By a happy idea of Mr. Haden’s this 
monument will be placed “Way Down 
Upon the Sewanee River” near its 
source in Georgia just north of the 
Georgia-Florida line. 

Famous Song Writer. 

In every land and in every clime 
the strains of “Suwanee River” .have 
stirred the hearts of the people. Like- 
wise have other lilting tunes of Fos- 
ter, such as “My Old Kentucky 
Home,” “Old Black Joe,” “Massa’s In 
de Cold, Cold Ground,” “Come Where 
My Love Lies Dreaming,” “Gentle 
Annie” and two-score more. 

By a strange paradox this singer of 
sweetest of all folk songs led a life 
of tragedy and frustrated hopes. He 
was a wanderer, a dreamer and a

Another thing about this iodin busi- 
ness that probably explains why I am 
constantly in need of I wink’s Siz- 
zapoorwillie is this: Out of the kind- 
ness of my heart I sometimes mention 
that, oh, say a drop of tincture of 
iodin taken in a glass or more of wa- 
ter once a week is an excellent way to 
prevent simple goiter in school] chil- 
dren or older persons. I am saying 
such things with more and more cir-., 
cumspection nowadays, for invariably 
such an assertion brings a lot of in- 
quiries from afflicted persons who 
wish to have complete directions for 
my treatment of goiter.

Now I have made it perfectly clear, 
I hope, that iodin, iodine, iodo this 
or that, iodid or iodide of this and 
that, and iodum as we doctors call it, 
are all practically the same so far 
as internal use is concerned. 

Externally. as a disinfectant or as 
a counter irritant nothing else is quite 
the same as ordinary tincture of iodin.

Dr. Kennedy Concurs. 

Dr. Herbert Kennedy, also a mem- 
ber of the -committee, concurred in 
Mr. Slaton’s remarks, and stated that 
something should be done to provide 
adequate facilities for handling such 
patients, 

Atlanta and Fulton county are sore- 
ly lacking in equipment and facilities 
for the treatment and care of psycho- 
pathie eases, officials of the Grady 
hospital, the police department and 
Pe Fulton tower admitted Wednes- 
ay. 

Only case of* direct emergency 
are handled at all at Grady, the resi- 
dent physician asserted. When a case 
which demands attention at once con- 
fronts the authorities an emergency 
ward is rigged up, he asserted, but 
added that there are no provisions 
whatever at the hospital for taking 
care of such patients. 

“When a staff physician finds a 
psychopath demanding immediate at- 
tention he does the best he can,” the 
resident physician said. “We are bad- 
ly in need of a psychopathic ward or, 
better still, a county psychopathic 
hospital.” 

Mental Cases Not Included. 

The resident physician said that al- 
though a new ward had been recent- 
ly equipped at Gtady for “dangerous 
and contagious diseases” it did not, as 
contended. by some, include provision 
for the care of the mentally unsound. 

“Our new ward does not have any 
department for mental cases,” the 
doctor said. “We do not even take 
the mental patients to it unless’ the 
mental condition has developed as a 
result of one of the diseases which 
ordinarily are treated in that ward.” 

No provision whatever is made at 
police headquarters for the care of 
mentally unsound, Chief_of Detectives 
A. Lamar Poole said. When the po- 
lice take into custody a person of un- 
sound mind that person, if violent, is 
immediately sent to the Fulton tower, 
Chief Poole said, adding that he knew 
the tower was not equipped to care 
for them but saying that he believed 
it a better place than in the cells at 
headquarters. 

Need Small Ward. 

“We should have a small ward 
right here to eare for such persons,” 
Shief Poole said. “I have mentioned 
it from time to time to various city 
officials but did nat make a strong 
plea because I felt that when the 
Grady hospital and the tower were 
not | for such cases there 
would | ttle chance of getting such 
a watd here.” 

The chief asserted that caring his 
long career as a detective and officer 
Of the department he had seen scores 
of cases which demanded humane 
treatment, which could not be pro- 
vided because of the lack of facilities.

time.” 

Persons awaiting commitment to 
the state hospital usually. are held at 
the tower, but there is no provision 
for special care for them, Deputy 
Sheriff-Bazemore said. 

“Tjsually the jailor in charge has a 
special cell cleaned out and arranged 
for such persons,” Mr. Bazemore said, 
“but these are ordinary cells and are 
fixed in emergencies as they arise.” 

The deputy sheriff said he had 
long been of the belief that the city 
and county should provide a place 
.for psychopaths. 

“Of course the jailors and officials 
at the tower give these persons the 
best treatment they can but they can 
not do very much to aid and comfort 
them with facilities at hand,” he said.

Bristol, Va., October 24.—(?)— 
Bishop James Cannon, of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church, South, speak- 
ing at a political gathering here this 
afternoon devoted a large part of his 
address in answer to the charges 
brought against him by Senator Car- 
ter Glass, of Virginia, in a speech at 
Richmond last night. 

“No man,” the bishop declared. 
“ean eome forward and fling as a 
taunt in my face that while he was

Bishop Cannon said that when the 
enabling act fight was on in Virginia, 
he led it, and added, “I would have 
been mighty glad if Senator Glass 
had been there helping me but he 
wasn’t.” 

Senator Glass was described by the 
bishop as a “mere pawn in the hands 
of Olvany, Haig and Brennan at 
Houston.” He denied that he had ever 
received more than traveling expenses 
from the Anti-Saloon league. 

Admitting that Senator Glass was a 
“dry” the bishop said that the Vir- 
ginia senator had never been attack- 
ed and caricatured by the “wets” for 
his dry activities and that the edito- 
rial columns of Senator Glass’ news- 
papers did not indicate that he had 
waged a strenuous war for the ac- 
complishment. of prohibition. 

Referring to Senator Glass’ char- 
acterization of him as “One-quart 
Cannon,” the bishop quoted the sena- 


tor as having on one crcasion de- 
scribed him as an “extreme prohibi- 


tionist,” adding “he evidently thought | 


I was dry then.” 

On the recent charge brought 
against him that he had supported a 
man whom he knew to be wet for the 
supreme court of Virginia, Bishop 
Cannon said that he had “supported 
Judge Sims, whom he knew to be wet, 
against a dry candidate,” because he 
thought Judge Sims to be the better 
qualified for the office. 

Bishop Cannon charged that Gov- 
ernor Smith was guilty of “a cheap 
Tammany trick” in sending his tele- 
gram to the Houston convention. 

“Tammany has no principles,” he 
said.

New Stadium 
To Be Built 
At Alabama 


Work Will Begin Immediate- 
ly; First Unit Will Seat 
From 12,000 to 15,000. 


Tuscaloosa, Ala., October 24.—(#) 
Construction of a concrete stadium, 
with a first unit seating capacity of 
from 12,000 to 15,000, and designed 
ultimately to seat 60,000 persons, will 
begin immediately at the University 
of Alabama here, Dr. James J. Dos- 
ter, chairman of the university ath- 
letic council, said today. The sta- 
dium will be located approximately 
500 feet from the campus on a site 
south of University avenue and east 
of Tenth street. 


Dr. Doster said contracts would be} 


awarded through Atwood and Nash, 
Chapel Hill, N. C., architects’ in 
charge of construction. 

The specifications call for unit con- 
struction, with the first unit ready 
for occupancy by August, 1929. The 
tile drained playing field, suited for 
all weather play, is to be ready for 
sowing with grass seed by April. 
When completed the stadium is to be 
an oval of reinforced concrete and 
brick. 

Cost of the stadium has not been 
determined, Dr. Doster said, and. will 
not be determined until all bids are 
tabulated. Funds for its erection were 
derived from proceeds from the two 
Tournament of Roses games played by 
the Crimson Tide with Pacific coast 
teams in 1926 and 1927. 

Denny Field, the present football 
field, will be used for varsity and 
frosh football practice, baseball dia- 
mond and track, with the stadium held 
in reserve for foothall games. 

Announcement of the construction 
of the stadium followed several years 
of consideration of plans, culminating 
in a meeting of the athletic council 
yesterday. The council is composed of 
Dr. Doster, chairman; [President 
George H. Denny, Coach Wallace 
Wade, Hugo Friedman. Graduate 
Manager Dr. James S. Thomas, Gor- 
don Palmer, alumni _ representative, 
and Ralph Adams, sefretary. 


U. OF FLORIDA PLANS 
NEW STEEL STADIUM 

Gainesville, Fla., October 24.—(#)— 
Official approval by John W. Tigert, 
president of the University of Flor- 
ida, will set in motion the work of 
constructing a concrete and steel sta- 
dium on the campus here, it was 
learned today from Captain Everett 
Yon, .athletic director. President 
Tigert is out of town at present. 

The stadium would constructed 
in sections, under plans of the Uni- 
versity Athletic committee, the first 
division to seat 30,000, to be ready 
for use next fall. When completed 
the building would seat 75,000 and 
cost half a million dollars.

Washington, October 24.—()— 
The Episcopal church will expend $4,- 
225,680 for annual maintenance dur- 
ing the next three years and an addi- 
tional $3,000,000 during the period for 
special projects, it was determined to- 
day when the house of bishops in gen- 
eral convention ratified the plan ap- 
proved yesterday by the. house of 
bishops. 

The house of deputies adjourned 
early in the afternoon with but one 
project remaining on its calendar, the 


confirmation of the election of a bishop. 


of Nevada. The election was held by 


the bishops behind locked doors and 
the result withheld, but it was unoffi- 
cially announced that the Rev. Thom- 
as Jenkins, of McMinnville, Ore. 
had received the post. 

A proposal that the deputies ap- 
prove a resolution urging uniform mar- 
riage and divorce legislation, particu- 
larly in the case of marriage of de- 
fective and diseased persons, was re- 


ferred to a committee for further con- 
sideration. This action virtually elimi- 
nates the suggestion until the next 
triennial convention, 

Dr. W. Sinclair Bowen, of Wash- 
ington, D. C., was one of the strong- 
est supporters of the resolution, de- 
 claring the country should take “as 
much pains in caring for humans as 
are taken for cattle and sheep.” 

The deputies also rejected a motion 
which would permit a majority of the 
bishops present to amend the constitu- 
tion instead of a majority of the 
house, as now required. Proponents 
of the measure argued that a number 


of retired bishops who had resigned 
their jurisdictions were either unwill- 


ling or unable to attend convention 


sessions, thus registering negative 


| votes on constitutional questions and 


defeating changes sought by a majority 
of those attending. 
Dean George H. Powell, of the Pa- 


cific -Province Divinity school, said 


that the lack of majorities was due 
also to the fact that some of the 
bishops were on the golf links during 
sessions and said “I don’t see why we 
should be called upon to enlarge the 
army of Episcopal golfers.”

Cutten and Fisher interests 
were reported to be heavy buyers of

MISS FRANGESNEWMAN 
BURIED IN WEST VIEW 


With only. the closest friends and 
relatives present, the simplest of 
burial services for Miss Frances New- 
man, Atlanta novelist, were held in 
West View cemetery Wednesday morn- 
ing. 

The body arrived here shortly be- 


fore 10 o’clock from New York, where 
the famoua writer died Monday, and 


was taken directly to the cemetery. 
The collection of flowers was as mag- 
nificent as the final rites were sim- 


ple. .The casket was literally covered 
with bunches of flowers in orchid, 
violet and purple hues, the shades best 
loved by Miss Newman. Included in 
the tributes were flowers from many 
famous critics and writers who had 
known Miss Newman.and her work. 

The Rev. Russell Bowie, pastor of 
Grace Episcopal church, of New 
York, conducted brief funeral] services 
Tuesday morning at the Hotel Schuy- 
ler, where the writer died. 

Miss Newman’s sensational rise to 
fame as a writer started in 1924 when 
she had a prize short story published 
in the American Mercury. From this 
time on Miss Newman progressed from 
honor to honor and was active in writ- 
ing until the very day of her death,
